S ir M aurice de Bunsen, who is now 
visiting the United States on a ape 
elal mission connected with the war. 
is a veteran British diplom atist who 
began b ’s career forty years ago as 
an attache of the embassy at W ash 
W hen he left that post it was 
to take a sim ilar office at Constant! 
nople. 
S ir M aurice was 
connected 
successively with 
British 
diplomacy 
at several capitals until 1902, when 
he was made m inister plenipotentiary 
at Paris.

The veteran diplomatist is a grand­
